Some years ago, he pointed out, it was 
enacted that the number of licensed houses in 
the country should be reduced. Well, all he 
could say wes that the rate at which that 
was being carried out was dead slow. The 
other points were with regard to the shame- 
ful and shameless traffic that went on in the 
name of the bong-fide traffic, and as to the 
conditions obtaining in clubs. pete 

The weak point was not in the legislation, 
but in the administration of the laws. The 
administration of the Licensing Laws was 
lax and loose in the extreme. He had 
nothing to say against the Guards. As far 


‘as his contact with them went, he found 


them a manly, clean body of men. Of course, 
like all human beings, there might be 
few black sheep. 

“ What I often think is this,” he pro- 
ceeded ;: ‘‘ Are headquarters so ignorant that 
they are not aware of the shameful excess 
under the label of the bona fide traffic? 
Are they i nt at headquarters of the 
shameless things that are oceurring? Are 
they ignorant at headquarters of the traffic 
that takes place in the suburban districts 
after midnight on Sunday and in the early 
hours of Monday morning! Are they 
ignorant that a few of the force are not 
scrupulously carring out their duties in ad- 
ministering the licensing laws? Well, if they 
are ignorant, then Gold help us. We emphati- 
cally demand that the authorities in a 
Christian, Catholic ceuntry should see that 
the laws made to safeguard the lives and the 
morals of the people are enforced and 
administered.’’ 


DRINK AT DANCES 


The Rev. J. Flinn, 8.J., Spiritual Director 
of the Pioneer Total Abstinence, proposed a 
resolution pete against the renewed de- 
mand by the licensed trade for the reduction 
of taxation on intoxicants and for the re- 
opening of licensed premises on St. Patrick’s 
Day, and protesting also against the facilities 
too freely granted for drink at. dances and 
sport fixtures, and for clubs. They were 
told. to-day, he said, that there was no 
drunkenness and intemperance. That state- 
ment was a lie; none knew it better than 
some of those who said it. Thanks be to 
God, however, there was not the drunkenness 
that there used to be. St. Patrick’s Day, he 
added, was now honoured in a way that was 
a credit to Ireland, St. Patrick and the 
Catholic Chuch, and they were going to have 
it continued like that. 

As to their protest against the facilities 
being given for drink at dances, there was 
not one present that could not speak of the 
disgraceful scenes that had taken place at 
dances owing to the supply óf drink. 

The Rev. F. A, Gleeson, C.C., Bray, who 
presided, spoke of the scenes which were 
to be witnessed in Bray, Lucan and Howth 
on Sunday evenings when the licensed 
premises were closed. He said that the 
Government in the South of Ireland should 
imitate that of the six counties in the North 
by closing the public-houses on Sundays, and 
should do away with the bona-fide- ttaffic.

Mlechanical Noise 


Altaough writers like Mr. Wells some- 
times paint lurid pictures of the discom- 
forts of the “ good old days ” compared 
with our present state, I think that, in 
one respect at least, our ancestors were 
better off than we are. They were not 
obliged to suffer the many irritating 
noises that modern invention has brought 
in its wake. Their ears were assailed by 
different noises, of course, but the “ creak 
of a lumbering cart” was hardly as 
offensive as the roar of a motcr-lorry. 
More fortunate than their descendants. 
thev had not to endure the reverberations 
of thet modern instrument of torture, the 
pneumatic drill. I am glad to see that 
public opinion has at last insisted on 
attempts being made to provide silencers 
for these machines, and it is expected that 
a comparatively hoiseless drill will soon 
be in operation. This is not the only 
machine, however, that needs to be 
silenced. In the vicinity of London and 
many other cities the soi] is being torn 
up by mechanical excavators which 
screech and whine all day long preparing 
foundations for jerry-built bungalows. 
No doubt, when slums and congested 
urban areas are cleared, this nuisance 
will come to an end. Another machine 
which is increasing the din of modern life 
is the aeroplane, as those who are un- 
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fortunate enough to live in the vicinity of 
aerodromes can testify. Much has been 
done. in the me decade to make flying 
safe ; it is to hoped, for the sake of the 
passengers as well as the general public, 
that some inventor may find a way of 
making it silent. 


Film of the Year 


If there was any betting on film results, 
I should like to have a little flutter over 
“ Ourselves Alone,’’ 1 am confident that 
this film, which has just finished a five 
weeks’ run in Dublin, and also had a 
double run in London, will be declared 
the picture of the. year. That, too, de- 
spite the critics, who racked their brains 
to discover something uncomplimentary 
to say about it. But the public are 
always the real critics in the end, and 
when they make up their minds about a 
film nothing else matters. That reininds 
me, too, of a speech made by Mr. Philip 
Guedella at a trade show luncheon in 
London a couple of months ago. His 
speech was an indictment of the critics. 
During its five weeks’ run at a Dublin 
cinema al: sorts and conditions of people 
went to see “ Ourselves Alone’”’! © One 
former General in the British Army, and 
a noted sportsman, has confessed that he 
went five times to see it. I sat beside 
voung gentlemen in the cinema whom I 
knew had come in to be critical, and who 
would, I know, have liked a little wise- 
cracking over ‘‘ Ourselves Alone.’’ After 
they had seen the ambush I noticed they 
became silent, and remained speechless 
until the end.

IR HENRY ALFRED TTO 
S died at his London sation: rp ese 
day evening, is said to have been the 
last of the old Savoyards. He was not the 
least accomplished of them all, For the lon 
period of fifty years he had ends, .4 hamell 
to audiences as the interpreter of a wide 
range of characters in the Gilbert and Sulli. 
van operas. No man appearing in light sá 
was niore popular, and none more truiy and 
his popularity ; for Lytton was not on} 
great artist: he infused his portraiture 
alike ots humowr and its pathos— with 
somewhat of the inght of genius. Hence its 
ever-fatling freshness and its sure appeal, Tt 
s difficult to realise that be has passed from 
the world’s — and we shall hear his voice 
' more. One haif of the world’s joyousness 
indeed, has passed with Henry Lytton, His 
gts of sympathy, of comedy, and athos were 


Originai—gitts whica nature has a way of 
civing more abundantly to one than to another 
but they had been tempered and enriched 
vy trial. He had known in youth the bitter- 
ess of want no less than in his latter vears 
new and tasted of the sweetness of 
These humanising influences he re- 
ed in his portraiture. 

Henry Alfred Lytton was born in Londén 
January órd, 1867, and was educated at 
St Mark’s Schools, Chelsea. In "The 
~ecrets of a Savoyard”’ he has told us some- 
z of his youth and of his early craving 
he theatre. While yet a boy. he gave 
show in his father’s stables, the 
-e of admission being an orange or a 
iful of nuts. A few years afterwards he 
i away from school to join a travelling 
show, but, finding that his work was to 
sh down the “props” and carts, he 

speedily retraced his steps, 


ROMANTIC MARRIAGE 


He was still at school when. at the age of 
seventeen, he made his first appearance on the 
stage at the Savoy as chorister ih ‘‘ The 
Mikado.” There he met: Miss Louie Henri, 
‘proposed, and was accepted. He fled from 
school once more and married her. 

“1 remember,” says Sir Henry. “that after 
the fees at church had been paid, the cash 
at our disposal amounted to eighieenpence. 
[he question then was how far this would 
take us in the matter of a honeymoon. Stroll- 
ing into Kensington Gardens we decided that 
we would spend it on the thrills of a ride in 
a hansom-cab, and the driver was instructed 
to take us as far as he could for cighteen- 
pence. Tie journey was not at ali long. I 
rather think that if the cabby had known 
the romantic and adventurous couple he had 
picked up as fares he would have been sport 
enough to give us a more generous trip.” 

The honeymoon was not all Jov, however : 
J.ytton tells how he returned to school aud 
Wes thrashed for heing absent thouch he pro- 
tested—‘' You're thrashing a married man.” 

Soon afterwards young Lytton finally left 
school and joined -his wife, then touring with 
the D'Oyly Carte Company in “ Princess 
Tda. ' He began by singing in the chorus. 
Then at length he was selected for a part 
in ““ Princess Ida.’’ After a time, however, 
he left the company and cast in his lot with 
travelling players, The venture was a dis- 
appointing one. Soon Lytton was in dire 
distress. He had sought refuge for 
his wife and baby in a little attic 
in Westminster—an apartment with a 
broken window and no fire to warm them 
on cold winter nights. The Actors’ 
Benevolent Fund, however, brought him 
timely help, and ever afterwards * spoke 
of it with gratitude. 


BRIGHT DAYS 


In 1887 he rejoined the D’Oyly Carta © wn- 
pany as understudy to George Grossmith, who 
was playing Robin Oakapple in “ Ruddigore.”’ 
An evening came when Grossmith was unable 
tu appear, and Lytton came into his own. 
The hours of trial were no more. From that 
night Lytton moved with sure and steady 
pace along the pathway of suctess 
Ko-Ko in ‘‘ The Mikado,” the Duke of Plaza- 
Toro in “The Gondoliers,” the Pirate King 
and Major-General Stanley in “ The Pirates 
of Penzance,” Reginald Bunthorne in 
“ Patience,’’ King Gama in “' Princess Ida '.— 
these, and many other parts he played in the 


next forty years in theatres throughout the 


country, and in none was he more welcome 
than in Dublin. He also toured with great 


euccess in Canada and the United States of 


America. 

Sir Henry Lytton produced plays for a 
short season at the Criterion, and between 
Gilbert and Sullivan seasons he anpeared in 
plays at the Adelphi, Daly’s and the Gaiety 
(London). He estimated that he had appeared 
in ' The Mikado”’ over 5,000 times. 


HIS RETIREMENT 


In 1930 Sir Henry Lytton announced his 
intention to retire at the close of the season 
at the Savoy. There was a genera! protest 
from his numerous admirers, and, although he 
had declared that he wanted to leaVe the stage 
while feeling in his prime, he was persuaded 
to continue. In the same year he was 
knighted, and later he celebrated his jubilee 
on the stage. People m all walks of life 
joined im a presentation to him. 

Dublin had always held Sir Henry Lytton 
in particular esteem. Its people marked 
his retirement with a spontaneous 
presentation. made on his last appearance in 
the Gaiety: Theatre. 

The last part that he played in Gilbert and 
Sullivan opera was his gcinóm one—** Jack 
Pomt.”’ He it was who first had given artistic 
effect to Gilbert’s own idea—that Jack Point 
should not merely swoon upon the stage, but 
should die of a broken heart. 


A QUAINT DISCOVERY 


The origin of the “‘ toe business “ in the part 
of Ko-Ko is told best in Lytton’s words :— 

“ Once, in the ‘ Yeomen,’ I kicked one of 
the posts near the executioner’s block. It 
dislocated my toe, but what a happy acci- 
dent it was I did not realise until some weeks 
later, when we were playing “The Mikado,’ 
and when I.was doing the dance in the 
‘Flowers that Bloom in the Spring.’ I 
trod upon a tin-tack, and instinctively: drew 
my toe away, as it were, from the pain. 
From the audience ther: came a tremendous 
roar of laughter For a moment I could 
not understand it at all. Looking down, 
however, 1 was amazed to find that big toe 
upright, almost at right angles to the rest 
of the foot. With my fan 7 it down 
—_then raised it again, This provoked so 
much merriment among the audience that I 
did it a second time, and a third. All this 
time the theatre was convulsed, I confess 
that to myself it seemed jolly funny. Here, 
indeed, was a er discovery. 

Lady Lytton, Sir Henry's comrade through 
days of hardship and of fortune, left the stage 
some 40 years ago. |

The Standing Committee of the Methodist 
Church in Ireland held its stated monthly 
meeting in the Centenary Church, St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, on the 14th inst., 
the President of the Church, the Rev. W. H. 
Massey, presiding, After appreciative refe- 
rence by the Chairman and Mr. H8H. G. Smith, 
M.A., LL.D., the Committee, by a standing 
vote, expressed its sense of the great loss the 
Church had sustained through the unexpected 
death of the Rev. William Corrigan, and 
directed that a letter of sympathy be sent to 
his widow and daughter. The Rev. J. 
Wesley McKinney, who was present at the 
Committee for the first tame, was cordially 
welcomed by the Chairman, The death of 
ihe Rev. William Corrigan, leaving a vacancy 
in the Church’s representatives to the Con- 
ference on Faith and Order, the Rev. Aler 
ander McCrea, M.A., was elected to fill the 
position.

PEAKING at Killanerin yesterday in sup- 
S ES oí Mr, Denis Allen, the Minister 
or Finance, Mr, Sean MacEntee, stated 
that since’ the Fianna Fail Government came 
into office Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues 
had been clamouring for & vige enforce- 
ment of the law against a organisations 
and those responsible for crimes of violence 
in this country. The Government had never 
shirked their duty or failed to punish the 
detected criminal.

MR. DILLON'S CALL 
TO THE NORTH

R. J. DILLON, T.D., speaking at 
M a Hibernian demonstration. at Bun- 

crana on Saturday, referred to the 
tvranny of dictatorships, and to the condi- 
tion of religious and individual liberty all 
over Europe, ard said:—If we, who believe 
in religious liberty, aré to resist successfully 
any attempt to destroy it in the world, we 
have got to make up our minds what it is 
necessary to do in this country, and what it 
is necessary to advocate in the Council of 
the nations of the world, in order to pre- 
serve what we regard as essential. We 
believe that the authority to govern comes 
to the Government from God; that being so, 
the authonty of the legitimate Government 
is subject only to the over-riding laws of 
God, which we know is the natural law. There- 
fore, there devolves on every citizen of 
the State a very real moral obligation to obey 
the law as passed by the Oireachtas, and to 
keep constantly before our minds that so 
long as the legislation of any Government 
conforms with the natural law, there is upon 
each of us not only a legal ‘obligation, but 
a very real moral obligation as well to obey 
that law, even when we believe it to be 
inexpedient or contrary to the best interests 
of the community. 

It is, of course, true that a situation could 
arise in which a properly elected Government 
might sponsor legislation so fundamentally 
wrong that it woúld not only be the right, 
but the duty of the people to resist, by all 
effective means at their disposal, the opera- 
tion of that law, but in existing political 
conditions in this country I cannot conceive 
of any such circumstances arising; for I see 
in the ranks of no political party at present 
represented in Dail Eireann any element 
which might be expected to sponsor legisla- 
tion of that kind. 

My submission to this gathering of 
Hibernians is that the only effective means 
of protecting our people from the horrors 
which are being experienced by the people 
of Spain at the present time, is to stick 
fast to democratic institutions, and to make 
it quite clear, while those institutions are 
still safe and strong amongst us, that we 
will, if necessary, detend them with our lives 
against any attempt to overthrow them in 
favour of a dictatorship from the right or 
from the left, by any body of persons inside 
or outside this country.

We presume that the 
Royal Dublin Society is not altogether to 
blame; for, in providing telephones for 
the public, it has, perforce, to pay 
the ordinary yearly rental, although the 
instruments are only in use for ten days 
in each year. The postal authorities, how- 
ever, cannot escape on the same score. It 
is part of the business—-and, we believe, 
good business—of the Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs to extend the use of the 
telephone throughout the country. In a 
place where business firms from all over 
Ireland display their products, it seems 
remarkable that, so far, no effort has been 
made ‘to increase, rather than subdue, 
public interest in the telephone organisa- 
tion. 


Western Woods 


This is the wooden age. Almost every- 
thing is wooden. Books are wooden—if 
not in the author’s work, at least in the 
paper-maker and bookbinder’s share of 
the production. Clothes are made of wood 
products, hosiery entirely so, and other 
garments of wooden silk cross-woven with 
wool or cotton. Cellulose appears in 
polishes and paints, probably in cosmetics 
and certainly in sweetmeats. Substitutes 
for crockery are made from wood by- 
products. In fine, we live on, and in, 
timber. These considerations re-enforce 
the plea which is made by Mr. Bulmer 
Hobson, in the spirited third number of 
Ireland To-day, for the afforestation of 
those bleak districts which formerly were 
called Congested, but now the Gaeltacht. 
Something must be done to clear the 
‘rural slums’’ of the West, and Mr. 
Hobson’s proposal is that the whole region 
should be turned into a national forest. 
Here are millions of acres—at present a 
‘* half-derelict place ’’—which never can 
be well tilled, since the land is péaty or 
rocky beyond redemption. Let trees be 
grown there, and imports of timber for 
building and for modern manufacturing 
processes be reduced. ‘‘In this way 
alone, Mr. Hobson says, “ can Donegal, 
Mayo, Galway, Clare, Kerry and West 
Cork produce additional wealth sufficient 
to maintain their present and future 
population at a satisfactory level.” Few 
will be found to disagree with Mr. 


} Hobson’s project,;so far as it envisages 


barren expanses planted with woods of 
conifers. Indeed, new Killarnéys would 
arise ; for that which is unique in our most 
famous beauty spot is the-addition of the 
loveliness of forest trees to the natural 
grandeur of mountain and lake. Experts 
affirm that the climate, as well as the 
scenery, would be improved. We are not 
so sure that Mr. Hobson is right in his 
assumption that these immense national 
benefits would bring with them a great 
increase of direct employment. Forestry 
does not entail labour on the scale of agri- 
culture. Perhaps the people of the 
Gaeltacht have within them a resourceful- 
ness which they have not discovered in the 
past, and yet will, develop crafts such as 
those of the people of the Black Forest in 
Germany. This would entail an entire 
change of habit; and, for better or worse, 
that is the most difficult thing of all to 
induce in a population like that of our 
Western counties.

Scenes of horror and pathos in the con- 
quered and devastated City of Badajoz 
were described to Reuter by a Portuguese 
journalist who was the first allowed to 
enter the town after its capture by the 
insurgents. 

‘The military commandez,”’ he said, 
“ eventually gave me permission to visit 
Badajoz, but he warned me: ‘ You are 
running a great risk, and you had better 
take care of the Moorish troops which are 
patrolling the town. They are still very 
excited.’ 

“ I decided to take the risk, however, 
and shortly afterwards entered the town 
gates under the suspicious and unfriendly 
gaze of the Moors, who were acting as 
sentinels. 

‘ That part of Badajoz which is not de- 
stroyed now lies in the most fantastic con- 
fusion. It well deserves the nicKk-name 
“bloody Badajoz,’ which it earned in the 
Peninsular War, 


2,000 EXECUTED 


“In each street there is a barricade, 
and each barricade is now almost a 
mountain of corpses. A red, blood-stained 
wall at the Commandancia, perforated 
with bullets, shows the grim spot where 
some 2,000 men were executed by the in- 
surgents. 

“ The ruined, blood-stained streets are 
haunted by the pitiful figures of women 
and children dressed in deepest mourning, 
who move furtively about looking for the 
bodies of their loved ones. 1 witnessed 
terribly pathetic scenes whenever a woman 
found the corpse of her husband or son 
among the bodies littering the abandoned 
barricades. 

‘These bereaved women and children 
seemed to provide the most tragic aspect 
of this savage civil war. 

““ A Spanish Legion captain explained to 
me how Badajoz had been stormed, A 
column of Moors, he said, attacked the 
city from one side, while a column of 
Legionaries attacked from the other. A 
third column of Moors covered the forces 
in the rear, where Colonel Yague was 
directing the battle. 

“ The fighting lasted a full forty-eight 
hours,” the captain continued. “ The 
‘Reds’ battled like lions, and the 
Legionaires made the bravest bayonet 
charget in the Legion's history. 


LEGIONARIES KILLED 


“The first company to attack lost 80 
men out of a total of 150, and all five 
officers were shot—two killed and three 
seriously wounded. The total attacking 
columns numbered 2,500. 

“ After speaking with the captain I saw 
Colonel Yague, who is now passionately 
eager to march on Madrid. He hopes to 
make the journey, which is some 300

STOCKHOLM, Sunday. 

HE war in Abyssinia is by no means 

over, according to Dr. Hylander, chief 
doctor of the Swedish Ambulance Unit in 
Ethiopia, which has now safely reached 
Nairobi. 

In a telephone conversation from 
Nairobi with the Stockholm paper, 
Dagens Nyheter, Dr. Hylander said that 
Ras Desta and many other Chiefs “had 
sworn to continue a ceaseless guerilla war- 
fare against the Italians. 

In the course of their wanderings in 
Abyssinia the members of the unit were 
often in danger of losing their lives, he 
continued, since the population in the 
south frequently mistook them for 
Italians. Dr. UHylander believes that 
several American missionaries were killed 
in those regions. 

He also mentioned that when the 
ambulance was at Erga Alem rumours 
were current that a big war had broken 
out in Europe.

Moreover, they reckoned that the extreme 
Republican Party was more numerous 
than it proved to be. Supporters of the 
United Ireland Party did not hesitate to 
blame their candidate for utterances which 
were not in line with the party’s pro- 
gramme. 

The system of cumainn, or local com- 
mittees, which is a feature of the Fianna 
Fail organisation, was largely responsible 
for the success of the Government candi- 
date. The members of these committees 
keep in touch with the voters in their 
different areas, and when their reports are 
received by the central office the extent 
of the support which the party should 
receive is known. The United Ireland 
Party depended too much on the old 
methods of posters and propaganda of a 
general character. They were handicapped 
considerably by not having the support of 
thousands of younger people of the 
worker type which their opponents pos- 
sess. 


UP AND DOWN

FOR TICKETS 


OVER £5,000,000 SPENT 


IN BERLIN

BERLIN, Sunday. 


FTER a most impressive ceremony, at 
which Herr Hitler, General Goering 
and other Nazi leaders were present, the 
Olympic flame, which had been burning 
during the whole of the Games, was ex- 
tinguished. The Stadium was floodlit, and 
batteries .of searchlights from all 
directions built a dome of rays over tne 
Stadium, which had been packed for hours 
with 100,900 people. 

About six hundred thousand pounds 
has been paid for tickets for Olympic 
events in the past sixteen days, according 
to official estimates worked out here to- 
night. This estimate states that 7,500,000 
marks have been paid for entrance tickets, 
including 100,000 season tickets, and that 
the organisation of the Games, apart from 
the cost of the buildings, has amounted to 
£520,000. 

With 1,200,000 visitors in Berlin, in- 
cluding 150;000 foreigners, the money has 
yone round and round in the past fort- 
night. About £5,150,000 is estimated to 
have gone to cafés, restaurants, and beer 
halls alone in the past two weeks. 

The cost of building the various stadia 
and the Olympic village has been 
tremendous. No figures have been issued. 
In any case, the German Army has borne 
much of the cost and the organisation of 
the Olympics. After its closure next week 
the Olympic village will be taken over to 
be used as a German “ Sandhurst’’ for 
training young officers.

They had to prepare 
for and ensure the feeding of her troops 
and her people. 


NO OTHER MARKETS 


Mr, de Valera had declared that Ireland 
would never be used by a foreign Power 
for an attack on Great Britain, He had 
also reiuctantly admitted that there was 
no other market to compare with the 
British market. Agriculture was the 
greatest industry in Ireland, 

“ Whr,” asked Mr. Cosgrave, “ do they 
not avail themselves of these opportunities

The Government had. tried Spain, 
Belgium and Germany as trade outlets, 
but not only were they below the standard 
and value of the British market, but it 
was found that annuities had to be paid 
to those countries also.

THE COMMISSION OFFER

de Valera had offered to set up a Com- 
mission of Inquiry into the causes of the 
civil war, but the main answer to this 
was that the principal witnesses who could 
throw light and tell the truth of the 
position as it then existed were in their 
graves at Glasnevin. Arthur Griffith, 
Michael Collins and Kevin O'Higgins 
were the men who could give evidence on 
this vital subject, and without them such 
a Commission was a futile suggestion.

‘They were told that they were 
coercionists because they had employed 
extraordinary machinery, and Miss 
MacSwiney told them that they should apply 
the ordinary law.

HE Irish Free State is among the nations 
which have signified their adhesion in 
El to the French proposal for 
neutrality in regard to the Spanish civil war. 

The British Ambassador on Saturday after- 
noon handed M. Delbos a letter conveying 
the official adhesion of the British. Govern- 
ment. The application of this decision, how- 
ever is bound up with the adhesion of the 
French, German, Italian, Soviet and Portu- 
gnese Governments, 

Lisbon and Moscow have already replied 
favourably. 

The Paris papers this morning stress the 
extreme importance of the Anglo-French 
meetings in Paris yesterday on the subject 
of non-intervention in Spanish affairs. 

The Petit Parisien says :—‘‘These communi 
cations bear public witness to the complete 
diplomatic solidarity at present uniting the 
Governments of London and Paris. It 
certainly seems that the delay of Italy in 
replying has somewhat disappointed Britain 
and has, in this respect, had an influence on 
the British attitude. 

‘“ As regards Germany, there is no progress 
to record. It seems. if one is to judge by the 
comments in the Nazi Press, that dilatory 
tactics are the order of the day.” 


HOLD UP 


According to a Berlin message published 
by the Matin, Germany has even definitely 
decided to hold up the reply. ‘‘ The Fuehrer 
yesterday called together his principal ad- 
visers to discuss the question, Generally | 
well-informed circles believe that the Reich 
has decided not to reply for the moment,”

The aeroplane damaged when landing at 
La Gord Aerodrome had only one pilot on 
hoard, a Pole. He declared that he had 
been making for Portugal, but, discovering 
fog over Hourtin, had turned back.

THE SPANISH 
VORTEX 


The Times remarks in an editorial article 
to-day:—A fortnight. has passed, and 
Europe is still without the two vital replies 
needed before an effective pact of non- 
interverition in the Spanish civil war can 
be concluded—the replies from Rome and 
Beri‘n. On Saturday the British Govern- 
me.it made three important moves—three 
furt r contributions towards securing an 
ag-eement. In the first place, they made 
their own position vis‘a-vis the French 
appeal clear beyond any possibility of 
doubt. They announced that they were in 
full agreement with the text of the draft 
pact, and would be bound by it as soon as 
other nations followed suit. Soviet Russia 
now seems to have been the first to follow 
the British lead. Secondly, they made 
another representation in both Rome and 
Berlin in urgent support of the French 
appeal. Thirdly, in an announcement 
addressed to the public of this country, 
they gave a plain warning that any adven- 
turers who chose to enter into the civil 
war would do so at their own risk, 

At the same time, they made it known 
again that no licences: for the export of 
arms to Spain had been issued by this 
country since the revolt first started, and 
that as soon as an agreement with other 
Powers was reached they would take 
measures to prevent by every possible 
means the despatch of civil aeroplanes by 
air to Spain. In all this they will have 
the firm support of public opinion, which 
was greatly disturbed last week at the 
news that half a dozen civil] aeroplanes 
had left England for both sides in Spain, 
and that it was difficult for the Govern- 
ment to prevent such departures—which, 
as a communiqué on Saturday stated, 
'“ ran counter to the objects which His 
Majesty's Government are seeking to 
attain.”’ 

The effect of the British action will 
certainly be to clear the air in Europe 
to make the issues between intervention 
and non-intervention more plain. It 
appears possible that the civil war in Spain 
will drag on for an indefinite time, and 
each day the danger to Europe—unless 
agreement to have no share in it is reached 
—will be greatly increased. 

Some are content, adds The Times, to 
describe the civil war as being between 
l'ascists and Communists, or between 
-patriots and Reds. Such convenient 
yeneralisations are misleading. The re- 
volé was purely military in origin. The 
leaders counted on the support of the 
Catholic parties of the Right, and oven 
now conflicting announcements of their 
aims are made by the leaders in the 
north and south. Some talk of the 
return. of the Monarchy, some of a 
Republic with industria] guilds. At best 
it may be said that the insurgents plan a 
dictatorship of the Right, probably 
military in character. On the Govern- 
ment side the Communists are relatively 
few, though the Socialists are all of an 
extreme school. More powerful than the 
Communists are the Anarcho-Syndicalista, 
who ate at enmity with Moscow and al! 
its works, and seek to establish a de- 
centralised State, run by local committees 
of productive workers! In practice a 
victory for the Government would lead to 
a dictatorship of the Left. After the 
agony of the civil war, now fought on 
both sides with a policy of extermination 
and withspread terror. all that can be 
safely said is that democracy ‘will be 
wiped out, for the time at least, no matter 
which side finally gains the victory.

United States Beat Empire in 


Relay 


INETY thousand excited spectators, the 
N largest number ever assembled to 
watch an athletic meeting in Great 
Britain, were thrilled in race after race at 
White Citv. London, on Saturday, when 
United States defeated the British Empire by 
eleyen events to three. 

Three world’s records, one by an Empire 
team, three British *‘ bests,”’ and five records 
for the series were achieved by this notable 
gathering of star athletes, and there was 
some consolation for British supporters in the 
fact that the two most exciting victories of 
the meeting were gained by British runners, 

Not even the brief activity of the coloured 
Olympic Games sprinter, Jesse Owens, or the 
formidable efforts of the strong men of the 
American team could outweigh the thrill of 
seeing A. G. K Brown give three yards 
and a beating to the American, J. E. Luvalle, 
in a last lap of the one mile relay. 

Handicapped by indifferent baton- -changing, 
the Empire were behind nearly all the way, 
and Brown, having caught Luvalle on the 
back straight, was repulsed in his efforts to 
pass. Brown kept on Luvalle’s heels round 
the third and fourth bends, and, once in the 
straight, launched his last challenge. Up 
the straight to the tape, shoulder to shoulder 
and stride for stride, the runners sped, and 
the crowd’s cheers of encouragement swelled 
into a yell of triumph as Brown forced his 
way over the litte, wittner by a foot in the 
world record time of 3 mins, 10.6 secs. 


A STRONG FINISH 
1. Loaring, of Canada, started five yards 


behind H. Manning, of America, on the last 
“leg ” of the eight laps steeplechase relay. 
The. task of closing the gap looked difficult, 
but Loaring, who was runner-up in the 
Olympic Games 400 metres hurdles race, found 
his hurdling experience useful. The Canadian 
caught his man in the straight and beat him 
on the run-in by inches. 

The only other British victory was secured 
in the three miles team rave, in which J. E. 
Lovelock, New Zealand holder of the Olympic 
1,500 metres title, secured mdividual honours 
in 14 mins. 14.8 secs. The Empire had need 
of Lovelock in the four miles relay; for 
Glen Cunningham, the New Zealander’s great 
rival, was sent away for the last stage with 
a lead of thirty yards from Jerry Cornes, 
and only Lov elock could have hoped to catch 
the American. Cornes did his best, but was 
beaten by fifty yards, and the American 
team’s time was a world record. 

World figures were shattered also in the 
two miles relay, America winning by two 
yards in 7 mins. 35.8 secs: The beautiful 
striding of the giant coloured Qlympic 800 
metres champion, J. Woodraff, was the out- 
standing feature of this opening event. 

In field events,. of course, the Empire 
athletes were outclassed. A British record cf 
14 feet 2 inches was achieved by E. Meadows 
in the pole vault. America’s record aggregate 
in the weight was 12 feet more than the 
British trio’s figures, and similarly over:
